1. PLEASE PASS FOLLOWING MESSAGE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE TO 
EGYPTIAN FOREIGN MINISTER FAHMY: 

2. BEGIN TEXT: KHADDAM HAS INFORMED US THAT SYRIA AND PLO 
HAVE REACHED AGREEMENTON EOLLOWING FORMULA: "THE RESERVA- 
TION OF THEPLO REGARDING RESOLUTION 242 IS THAT IT DOES 

NOT ESTABLISH A COMPLETE BASIS FOR THE PALESTINIAN ISSUE 
AND EOR THE NATIONAL RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS. IT 
ALSO FAILS TO REFER IN ANY MANNER TO A NATIONAL HOMELAND 
FOR THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE." KHADDAM REQUESTED QUICK U.S. 

REACTION PRIOR TO NEXT MEETING OE PLO WHICH 
REPORTEDLY SCHEDULED FOR SEPTEMBER 19. 
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3. AMBASSADOR MURPHY WILL TELL KHADDAM THAT WE VERY MUCH 
APPRECIATE PRESIDENT ASSAD'S AND KHADDAM'S EFEORTS TO
